BILLION PERSONS 

NOW WITHIN RANGE 
OF RADIO STATIONS 

Assistant Commerce Secretary 


Says There Is Potential Mar- 
ket for 200,000,000 Sets. 


by the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—One 
billion persons are within the range 
of radio broadcasting stations al- 
ready established «and more are 
constantly being added throughout 
the world. 

This was disclosed tonight by 
Dr. Julius Klein, Assistant Secre- 
tdry of Commerce, ‘a a radio talk. 

He said that on the basis of five 
listeners to every set there was a 
potential market for 200,000,000 
sets, and that a recent survey by 
the Commerce Depaftment. dis- 
closed that about 20,000,000 to be 
in use, Of which nearly two-thirds 
were from the United States. 

“A short-wave station of great 
power will soon be comrleted in 
Kenya, in what is commonly con- 
sidered ‘Darkest Africa,’ and soon 
even the monkeys be in a po- 
sition to receive lessons in bridge.” 


25 BURIED MOUND BUILDERS 
UNEARTHED BY SCIENTISTS 


Exploration by Archaeologists of 


One of Largest Mounds Near 
Quincy in Progress.

QUINCY, Ill, July 13.—Twenty- 
five prehistoric mound burials have 
been uncovered by archaeologists 
from the University of Chicago, 
who are excavating one of the 
largest mounds near Quincy, it 
is announced today by Dr. Marion 
Krogman, in charge of the party.

Bound Over at Preliminary 
Hearing in Killing of 
Two Farmers in Liquor

CHARGES AGAINST 
OTHERS DISMISSED 


Woman Says Her Husband 
and Brother Were Shot 
After They Had Surren- 
dered. 


By the Associated Press. 

TECUMSET!, Ok., July 13.—Jeff 
B. Harris and W. W. Thomason, a 
Federal prohibition agent, were 
bound over for trial in District 
Court today following their pre- 
liminary hearing on charges of 


murder in connection with the 
deaths of two farmers in a liquor 
raid near here July 4. 

Charges against John Willia’s 
and Tom Little, accused jointly 
with Thomason and Harris with 
the death of James Harris, one 
of the farmers, were dismissed. 

Jeff Harris was bound over cn 
two charges, one in connection 
with James Harris’ death, and an- 
other in connection with the kill- 
ing of Oscar Lowery, a brother-in- 
law of James Harris. Thomason 
was bound over on one charge 
growing out of the death of James 
Harris. Thomason was the only 
one of the raiders who was a com- 
missioned prohibition agent. 

Says They Had Surrendered., 

Testimony that her husband and 
her brother were shot by Jeff 
Harris aft : they had surrendered 
was given by Mrs. James B. Harris 
at the hearing. 

Mrs. Harris testified that her 
brother, Oscar Lowery, was un- 
armed and that he had his arms 
uplifted when he was fatally 
wounded by Harris. Her husband, 
sne said, had thrown Gown his gun 
in token of surrender before he 
was killed. 

As a precaution against any at- 
tempt at mob violence many Fed- 
eral a State officers were scat- 
tered through the court house as 
the hearing started. 

The widow testified Jeff Harris 
2 speared at their little tenant farm 
house and without introduction be- 
gan searching the chicken coop 
and grain crib. The raider fired 
through the kitchen door at her 
husband, she related, after which 
her husband obtained a shotgun 
and ran from the house. In the 
yard another shot was fired at her 
husband and at this point he 
turned and fired one shot from 
his gun, wounding Jeff Harris in 
the face. 

Shot With Hands Raised. 

James Harris then fled across a 
creek, Returning later toward the 
house he threw down his weapon 
and raised his hands, the widow 
testified. She said she heard two 
shots and then saw her husband's 
body being dragged from some 
bushes along the creex. 

Meanwhile, the raider had 
turned his attention to Lowery, the 
witness said, and shot hi al- 
though Lowery was unarmed and 
with his hands in th air, begged 
Harris not to shoot. 

Mrs. Harris said her husband did 
not know that the raider was an 
officer looking for liquor. 


Thomason, the only commis- 


sioned Federal officer, did not ap- 


pear on the scene until after the 
shooting, irs. Harris said.

S. S. NARENTA, AT SEA, July 
13.—( By wireless to the Associated 
Press)—-The steamship Narenta 
sighted the Polish airplane “Mar- 
shall Pilsudski” at 7:36 p. m., 
Greenwich time, in latitude 40.50 
north and longitude 26.48 west. The 
airplane was on a course of ap- 
proximately 240 degrees. We sig- 
naled it the position and received 
the following: 

“My motor has trouble,” sighed 
Clayton, master. 


The position given by the Na- 
renta for the Polish aviators was 
approximately 200 miles norteast 
of Fayal, Azores. The time at 
which she sighted the Poles, 7:36 
p. m., Greenwich time, is 1:36 p. 
m., St. Louis time. The course of 
the airplane indicates that it was 
still heading toward the United 
States. 

More than five hours after the 
message to the Narenta Horta in 
the Azores reported the Polish fly- 
ers as indicating an urgent need 
for a landing location.

HORTA, Azores Island, July 13. 

—A radio report to Horta tonight 
said the Polish aviators, Maj. Casi- 
mir Kubala and Maj. Louis Idzi- 
kowski in the “Marshal Piludski” 
urgently wished to land in the 
Azores. The radiogram gave their 
position as 60 kilometers (30 
miles) distant from Horta. There 
are no regular airdromes or land- 
'ing fields on the Azorés, 
At 11 p. m.

T is somewhere on North Ninth 

street, St. Louis. On a vWacant 

lot someone has set up a medi- 
cine show. An actor—at least he 
was hired for an actor—sings bal- 
lads, does a buck and wing dance, 
and there is a blackface comic, 
and a ventriloquist. Also there is 
an audience, partly because any- 
thing is a relfef from those hot 
brick tenements and partly  be- 
cause the show is amusing. A lit- 
tle later many/in that audience 
will find that they have long been 
ailing. “One won't: That  tow- 
headed, tot,. crowded up just as 
close as he can get to the platform 
won't be able to find anything 
wrong with himself or with the 
world, not even under the spell of 
the “doctor's” eloquence. The show 
for him has been a dream of 
Heaven. The tow-headed tot is 


me. 
That’s my first memory of St. 


Louis, I was born in Frederick- 
town, but the family moved here 
when I was very small. It must 
have been a great change, but I 
don’t even remember about: that. 
Nothing but the show. That night 
I went home filled with the idea 
of singing, or dancing. My mem- 
ory was good. I had picked up 
the chorus of some of the songs I 
heard. And I tried to dance. 
Those steps of mine must have 
been funny. 

Life must have been rather a 
struggie for my family. We lived 
on Salisbury street. Later I was to 
go to the Clay School. Meantime 
my whole life was occupied with 
the idea of singing and dancing. I] 
was quick to learn, and_suppose |! 
must have had a gift for mimicry. 
And I had a high soprano voice. 
After a while my older brother 
and I had an idea to earn some 
spending money. We would go to 
the dance halls or to some corner 
where there was a crowd, and I 
would sing while he would pass 
the hat. 

With that money we could go to 
Havlin’s Theater and sit up in the 
gallery and I'd come home and the

Mhext day would give a show. I 
charged the kids in our neighbor- 
hood a penny each. I would make 
my own scenery out of newspapers 
or wallpaper, and I would play 
every part. What with remember- 
ing and improvising I could provide 
enough dialogue to carry the play’s 
story as J acted out the scenes that 
had impressed me. 


BOUT that time Joe Mogler 
A sartes up his Family Theater 

at Broadway and Bremen, in a 
tent. It was a 5-cent picture show, 
a nickelodeon. I got a job with 
him singing illustrated songs. It 
must have been a funny little thea- 
ter when you look back on it from 
an experience that includes the big 
picture palaces of today, but to me, 
as I look back on it now, that tent 
of Joe Mogler'’s was as big as a cir- 
cus Big Top. I was only 8 years 
old. And from Mogler’s I used to 
drift around to other theaters, sing- 
ing when I could, and trying out 
at every amateur night. I must 
have been pretty rotten—and yet. 
I won a lot of amateur prizes. That 
kept up for four or five years. 

Then came what I thought was 
my big chance. I read an adver- 
tisement in the Post-Dispatch. The 
Keystone Dramatic Company want- 
ed a boy to play roles and sing 
songs between the acts. I went 
and saw the people, a man and his 
wife, who finally talked my folks 
inte letting me go. 1 was a real 
actor, now. I thought. I had roles 
in “Grit, the Newsboy.” and “The 
Streets of New York.” and played 
the child in “East Lynne.” We 
toured through Oklahoma, Kansas 
and Missouri. 

When I went out with the Key- 
stone Company I shook the dust of 
St. Louis from my shoes and I! 
didn’t come back, not until after 1 
had played in a ‘leading role on 
Broadway in “The O'Brien Girl.” 

Of course, I got stranded. Some- 
times I wrote home in desperation 
for money. The folks didn’t have 


money: But when they could they 
sent me something, and with it 
was always this message: “That's 
the last cent you ever get from us 
until you quit the stage and go to 
work.” 


I had five or six jobs with reper- 


tory companies. Usually when 1 
wrote for a job I'd lie about my 
age. I was too young to get it if I 
didn’t. Then after I joined the 
show the manager would look me 
over and send me on my way, say- 
ing, “You're too young, kid, ” 


big for my age. Between 14 and 

17 I was playing anything from 
juvenile jeads to character parts 
I had tried everything from drama 
to burlesque and medicine shows. 
At 17 I was playing the old min- 
ister in “St. Elmo.” 

Then the show I was out with 
stranded at Grand Island, Neb. At 
the hotel there was a vaudeville act 
laying over on its way to New 
York. They were framing a new 
collegiate act and needed a young 
man who could sing and dance. So 
I caught on. And pretty soon we 
were playing the Keith Circuit and 
[I had reached New York. 

That came to an end. |! thought, 
of course, that everything would 
be all right now. Tf thought I 
was a great dramatic actor. Final- 
ly it got to a point where I was 
glad to carry a spear at the Hippo- 
drome. 

Being a chorus man wasn't s0 
good, but I.got into an Eari Carroll 
show, “The Love Mill,” and under- 
studied the leading man. After- 
ward I got his part when they re- 
organized the company for the 
road. After that I went out with 
a Billy Brendel. playing lead in a 
tabloid musical comedy, “Little 
Cinderella.” 

One day I 
Cohan wanted a juvenile. 
into his office.

ence I’ve had as what I can do,” I 
answered, and somehow I guess the 
answer caught his fancy.

That was Thursday. T thought 
I was getting away good. So off to 
Boston. Next morning ! went to 
the theater. Cohan was there and 
he had me read the part, sing, 
dance. I was “set.” Then he 
turned to one of his assistants. 
“Give those other boys tickets back 
to New York.” Instead of being 
hired at sight as I had thought, I 
was one of half a dozen he had 
sent up to Boston to try out. What 
a cast that was: Fritzi Scheff, Ada 
Mae, Robinson Newbold. We had 
a year in New York afd then I 
wrote my own vaudeville act and 
started out in it. 


HAD been hearing, occasional- 
| ly, about Municipal Opera. 

had been back here once, when 
my brother died, and had some 
idea about it. I reatly felt I want- 
edto play here. It wasn’t a sort of 
prodigal son’s return I wanted. It 
wrsn’t a homecoming. I had got 
entirely away from St. Louis as a 
home. But the idea of the bigness 
of Municipal Opera struck me. 

Then a chance came to go to the 
Poli Stock Company at Hartford, 
Conn. I spent all last season there. 
I wanted to know abeut stock—a 
new play every week,.as distin- 
guished from the eid repertory 
work in which we “got up” a cer- 
tain set of plays which we did in 
rotation. There were 25 weeks of 
that. Meantime I heard Municipal 
Opera’s cast committee would be 
in New York. I went down, had 
an audition—and here I am. 

I suppose I am pretty much like 
the little kid out there on Salis- 
bury street. I still want to sing, 
want to dance, want to act. 8t. 
Louis is a different town from the 
St. Louis of those days. My fam- 
ily is scattered now, and broken 
up. The old friends are few. It 
isn’t exactly a homecoming. this 
summer here. But it is an oppor- 
tunity to sing and dance and act. 
And being a native of Missouri my- 
self, I know that my fellow Mis- 
sourians “want to be shown.”

N FAIRGROUND PARK 


Commissioner Pape Promises 
Prompt Action—Complaints 
Had Been Received. 


Conditions in Fairground Park, 
of which correspondents in the 
“Letters from the People” column 
of the - Post-Dispatch have com- 
plained, will be remedied imme- 
diately, Park Commissioner Pape 
said yesterday. One protest which 
appeared recently mentioned uncut 
grass, broken benches, dying shade 


trees, walks in poor condition and 
rubbish littering the park. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who in- 
vestigated found that a substan- 
tially accurate description. Photo- 
graphs showing some of the neg- 
lected features were shown to 
Pape and his assurance was given 
that they would receive prompt at- 
tention. 

Pape added that the Park De- 
partment was handicapped in 
proper maintenance of the park 
by limited funds and the fact that 
it is given over almost entirely to 
recreational features which sub- 
ject it to more intensive use than 
other public parks. Fairground 
Park contains a large swimming 
pool, several baseball diamonds, 
tennis and horseshoe courts and 
a playground for younger children. 

What Reporter Observed. 

In an hour’s walk through the 
park, a reporter noticed many 
benches in need of paint and some 
from which parts were missing or 
broken. Cinder and gravel walks 
were overrun with a tough wire 
grass and the edges had been made 
irregular by encroachment of 
grass and weeds. In considerable 
areas grass was as long as five 
inches. 

Trees generally were in fair con- 
dition, but in one place the broken 
limb of a catalpa tree hung to the 
ground and in another a walnut 
tree was bent over severely. Near 
a bridge which spans the lagoon 
there were three dead poplar trees. 

Only two receptacles for waste 
were encounutered and paper, pop- 
corn boxes and soda water bottles 
were scattered about. There

' Absorbers on Fords, 


Drivers of the Model A Ford car | 
will find it advisable, in order to} 
obtain the maximum of riding 
comfort in the summer months, to 
make a slight adjustment of the 


shock absorbers with which the car ; 


is equipped. 

The Ford automobile obtains 
much of its smoothness on the road 
from double acting shock absorb- 
ers operating entirely on the prin- 
ciple of hydraulic resistance. The 
fluid used in the reservoir offers 
resistance to road shocks by being 
forced from one chamber to an- 
other. In cold weather the fluid 
has a tendency to thicken, while in 
warm weather it flows more read- 
ily. To compensate for these 
changes the shock absorbers are 
provided with an adiustiny needle. | 
In warm weather it is advisable 
to tighten the walve on the shock 
absorbers so as to gire the fluid 
less play. 

Hydraulic shock absorbers were 
adopted for the Model A Ford after 
thorough tests had demonstrated 
their effectiveness in easing the 
worst type of road bumps and of 
greatly reducing what otherwise 
would be severe shocks to occu- 
pants of the car. It is pointed out 
that their effectiveness is pro- 
nounced under any circumstances. 
Best results, however. be ob 
tained by a seasonal adjustment. 

Ford dealers and service men are 
thoroughiy conversant with the 
method of making shock absorber 
adjustments. These may be made 
quickly and to suit the ridine re- 
quirements of the driver.

Famous scienti&t tells of studies he conducted of the old American stock and of Ellis 
Island immigrants; from a biological point of view, he found that in not one 
single item, except stature, was ft possible to discover any inferiority in the 


immigrants.

T HE question of the immigrant in Amer-

of immigrants, was the land of immigra- . 


tion. There is no real aboriginal native 
race, even the Indians having come from 
far-off Asia. 

But just because it is such a vast and 
so intensely important question, it should 
not by anyone be dealt with lightly. It 
should be dealt with as far as possible im- 
partially, that goes without saying; but 
especially through intensive and prolonged 
actual scientific studies. No amount of 
opinion, no amount of individual sentiment, 
one way or the other, will settle the probd- 
lems of immigration and the immigrant in 
this country, for the present or the future. 
They can only be rationally and profitably 
settled on the basis of actual, coid, scientif- 
ic facts,

Never in the history of human kind has 
there been a unit such as white America, 
that is, white L.S. A. In all other cases 
of nations, as far as we have any informa- 
tion about them, the unit has been built 
up about a large nucieus of fairly homo- 
geneous people. usually a large tribe or 
congeries of tribes belonging to the same 
race. speaking the same language, and hav- 
ing much the same views and habits. To 
such a nucleus there came intrusions and 
accretions, but everything was built up 
relatively gradually, slowly, and more or 
less naturally, if one may use that word 
about such a procedure. 


In America, on the other hand, there was 
no such old nucleus, even though one was 
formed im part later. To America there 
contributed, and that without any regula- 
tion, in a wholly incidental way, according 
te circumstances as they developed, all the 
nations of the white race: and also to some 
extent the indigenous population that pre- 
ceded the whites, and then even the intro- 
Guced African. 

From all this there resulted marvelousiy 
one of the most solid, most imposing. most 
powerful of nationalistic units that the 
world has ever seen, the United States of 
America of today. And the student. whether 
he is an anthropologist or sociologist. won- 
ders deeply what factors, what cements, 
there have been to weld tegether this im- 
mense conglomerate. composed of so many 
racial and nationalistic units, so that it still 
holds and evidently promises to hold for a 
wonderful and great future. 


The whole question. when we begin to 
analyze it. is found to have two very distinct 
and yet fundamentally connected aspecta. 
It is largely a biological or rather anthro- 
pological question, and it is also to some 
extent a cultural question. I shal] net be 
able to do more than skim over the bio- 
logical part. yet it is this bielogical part 
which is so important and which is so 
sinned against Dy many recent speakers and 
writers and agitators. 

When we approach the consideration of 
the biological side of the question we must

ask, first of all, has this nation been com- 
posed of units that were more or less equi- 
valent, or have the different groups that 
did compose it, disregarding the colored for 
the present, been not equivalent, not equal 
physically and mentally. In other words, 
we must at once approach the radica] ques- 
tion of equality of so-called races, and it 


had and still have such a mischievous play. 

Instead of investigating painfully, critic- 
ally, patiently, these serious and difficult 
problems, all Sorts of superficia! impres- 
sions, have sufficed to various persons and 
have classified on the basis of such im- 
pressions, which moreover are often biased 
by their own group affinities, the compo- 
nents of the American people into superior 
and inferiors. They have without sufficient 
warrant exaited some groups and, which 
is much worse, branded others as inferior. 


It has been my great privilege to be able 
to delve into this subject froma scientific 
standpoint, and that for many years. I 
have been now for 26 years with the Smith- 
sonian Institution and since 1910 have car- 
ried on studies on the American people. 
Moreover, I had before that several years 
of similar studies in the State and city of 
New York. 

The research was carried on first of all 
on the representatives of the old American 
population, for it was desirable to first 
know just what this main American stock 
shows physically and physiologically. 

These studies were not undertaken with 
any idea of proving this or that. They 
were uSdertaken simply because such 
knowledge was needed and lacking. Many 
representatives of the oldest American fam- 
ilies were carefully examined. The result 
was that we found a splendid stock. no 
question about it: a fine stock in almost 
every way. with the exception of those con- 
tingents of it that have drifted or been 
pushed away into the mountains and into 
out-of-the-way regions, where they had no 
advantages of education and society, and 
where they have remained stagnant or even 
retrograded.

Then, in addition to this, even before the 
war, we undertook. in co-operation with 
the Public Health Service. similar studies 
on the physique ef the immigrants at Ellis 
Island. These studies are to this day car- 
ried on, as far as possible, through the 
physicians of the Public Health Service. 


To this day we have been able te exam- 
ine 14 nationalistic groups of the white 
immigrants, and the data secured on these 
immigrants were compared with the data 
secured on the old American stock. The 
bulk ef the results of both these lines of 
investigations has been published in my 
book on “The Old Americans” (published 
by The Waverley Prem, Baltimore. at the 
end of 1325). where those interested may 
see the results in detail.

The question before this 
eourt is not the guilt or innocence of 
a prisoner, but the eligibility of a 
woman, dead since 1905, to be added 
to the roll of saints revered by the 
Catholic Church. If her cause is suc- 


cessful in this inquiry and in the ex- 
haustive series of inquiries to follow, 
Mother Magdalene eventually may be 
canonized and, in that event, may be 
the first American accepted by the 
church as a saint. ; 

Only once before have proceedings 
been instituted for the canonization of 
an American and final action in that 
case appears to be still a long way off. 
The present proceedings therefore con- 
stitute an activity a bit extraordinary 
for any American tribunal, be it civil 
or ecclesiastical. Here where Mother 
Magdalene was known in life, progress 
vi the hearing is being followed with 
unusual interest although the testi- 
mony in the case is kept rigidly secret, 
witnesses being sworn to secrecy both 
before taking and after leaving the 
Stand. Records also are withheld from 
the public and when the hearing is 
completed they will be sent sealed to 
Kome for review by higher church au- 
thurities and ultimately by the Pope. 
Precisely what devélops at the hear- 
ing therefore will never be known out- 
side the court itself or of later review- 
ing courts. So, even though every 


homent of this plous nun’s career is 
put under the microscope of court ex- 
aliners, she will remain what she has 
always been to those who knew her 
here—a heroic and_ self-sacrificing 
Woman, whether saint or not. 


IGH on a hill top at Hamilton 
H «= Twenty-ninth streets in the 

northwest section of the city 
stands the monument to Mother Mag- 
dalene. It is the Convent of the Poor 
Clares, almost veiled from the street 
by hollyhocks, roses and shrubbery. 
Rabbits and squirrels scamper_ un- 
afraid up and down the grassy ter- 
races of its spacious lawn.

Clares established in America and 
Mother Magdalene was its founder.

trand. A tribunal similar to the one 
now in progress in Omaha was held 
at Evansville and numerous witnesses 
were examined a few months ago. To 
reach other witnesses, then, an inquiry 
was conducted in New Orleans. Fol- 
lowing the Omaha “trial,’’ hearings 
will be held in New York, Philadel- 
phia, possibly Cleveland and where- 
ever else there may be found persons 
who knew Mother Magdalene in life. 

With the exception of the ‘vice 
postulator,’’ the clergyman appointed 
to present claims in behalf of canoni- 
zation, different court officials are 
appointed for each “rogatory process.”’ 
A judge is appointed to hear the evi- 
dence and another clergyman is named 
to act as ‘“‘promoter of the faith.”’ He 
is often popularly, but inaccurately 
termed the ‘‘devil’s advocate,’ or 
‘‘prosecutor.”’ His duty is not to 
prosecute in any sense or necessarily 
to oppose canonization, but rather to 
test and scrutinize each point intro- 
duced, to question witnesses exhaus- 
tively and to make sure that no ob- 
scurities go into the record. 


Rev. James W. Stenson of Omaha 

is presiding as judge. The Rev. Peter 
C. Gannon, editor of the True Voice, 
published in Omaha, is the “prose- 
cutor.’’ The notaries who prepare the 
record are the Rev. Nicholas Newberg- 
er of Norfolk, Nebraska, and the Rev. 
T. Marcel Keliher of Omaha. The 
vice postulator who presents the evi- 
dence and claims in behalf of Mother 
Magdalene is the Very Rev. Albert 
Kleber, O. B. 8S., of St. Meinrad’s Ab- 
bey, St. Meinrad, Indiana. He serves 
in the same capacity thtoughout the 
investigation in this country. 

Since May 30, 1928, Father Kleber 
has been assembling material in the 
case and visiting citles where Moth- 
er Magdalene was known. 

Net only will Mother Magdalene’s 
life in the order be examined. Her 
every act and every word spoken and 
written from birth to death will 
be weighed. The inquiry will ex- 
tend back to her birth and perhaps 
beyond, for one of the stories told 
of her is that her mother, shortly 
before the child was born, visited 
the Catacombs of Rome one day 
and, kneeling before a sacred tomb, 
prayed that her child might be a saint. 
It is related that the mother then 
heard a voice assuring her that the 
prayer had been heard. The investi- 
gators will hear also how the ehild, 
Annette BentivoghHo, was a_ strong- 
willed and “‘tomboyish"’ little girl but 
how she curbed her headstrong im- 
pulses and while yet very young left 
her play at frequent intervals to hide 
away in meditation and prayer. 

If Mother Magdalene’s life is found 
by this tribunal to have been stainless, 
the record will be examined by the 
Bishop of Indianapolis and forwarded 
to Rome for further study by the Car- 
dinale of the Congregation of Rites. 
If these Cardinals and the Pope then 
agree that her life was sinless she

may be called ‘‘venearable.’’ 

But that ta only the beginning, Fa- 
ther Kleber points out. The next im- 
portant step is beatification and 
for this an inquiry must be made into 
Mother Magdalene's reputation for 
“sanctity and miracles." For for- 
mal canonization, evidence of at 
least two miracles must be  pre- 
sented. These miracles may have oc- 
curred during her life or they may 
have been evidenced by extraordinary 
responses to prayers addressed to her. 
Two such miracles—miraculous cures 
of illness—are said to have been re- 
ported already. 

If canonization is finally bestowed 
it will be accompanied by magnuifi- 
cent ceremonies at the Vatican, cere- 
monies conducted by the Pope and the 
entire College of Cardinals. 

“The inquiry may require a life 
time,’ says Father Kleber.

MANISTIQUE. Michigan 
HE last pine-log drive down the 
Manistique River is on. It is prob- 
ably the last of any consequence that 
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the Manistique in the boom days. 
Those logs used to form a continuous 
parade stretching 50 miles down the 
river.

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at last found the secret of the legend- 
ary Philosopher's Stone and was mak- 
ing gold from lead. To newspaper 
interviewers Herr Tausend gave out 
that it was premature as yet to write 
about his experiments. However, he 
continued to pay dividends and to 
deposit bara of pure gold with various 
Munich banks. A director of one of 
these institutions was so much im- 
preased by Tausend’s prosperity and 
by his gilt-edged social connections 
that he offered him $109,000 as an in- 
vestment. Tausend, however, refused 
to accept the money, because “the 
whole thing was still in an experi- 
mental stage.’ The financier insisted, 
and after much persuasion Tausend 
took the money, paying an $8,000 
dividend within two months. Then the 
financier's friends chipped in and gave 
$35,006 to the alchemist, who said he 
needed money for some new experi- 
ments. 


HE alchemist grew so audacious 

that he even attempted, with the 

help of his aristocratic friends, 
to approach President von Hinden- 
burg with a proposition for a state 
subsidy for his work. The old war- 
rior, however, kept aloof and Tausend 
had to remain satisfied with the good 
intentions of the Finance Minister of 
Saxony. 

A few months ago Tausend and his 
wife left Munich for a short vacation. 
They told their friends they would be 
back in about two weeks. But the fort- 
night passed and Herr Tausend failed 
to return to his laboratory. Two more 
weeks the investors waited in vain for 
his return. Some of them began to 
worry and consulted their lawyers. 
Prompted by advice, they asked the 
police to investigate the affairs of 
Herr Tausend. At first it was a very 
Cautious investigation. But when the 
detectives learned that the alchemist 
had withdrawn his funds from the 
banks immediately before his depar- 
ture, they raided his laboratory. They 
found various nondescript machines 
but no such equipment as a modern 
alchemist would require. The police 
then went a step further and traced 
various people who had had financial 
dealings with Herr Tausend. They 
discovered that Tausend had bought 
his gold bars from various jewelers in 
Berlin and Hamburg and calmly de- 
posited them with Munich banka as 
the products of his own successful ex- 
periments. Whereupon the police is- 
sued a warrant for his arrest. 


The publication of the warrant 
caused a panic among the dupes of the 
modern alchemist. From all parts of 
Germany came denunciations and re- 
ports from victims who had been 
swindled by Tausend. He had pocketed 
more than $2,000,000. out of which 
he paid back about $1,600,000 in divi- 
dends. ~When he was arrested in 
Bozen, in the Italilan Tyrol, they found 
on him $69,000 in cash and $8,000 
in gold bullion.
